The Russian 
kitchen, is particularly rich, and the 
late emperor was addicted to eating in- 
ordinately of heavy soups, rich, greasy 
dishes and Russian delicacies, washing 
down great quantities of food with del- 
uges of champagne and vodka (the 
whisky of Russia). 


Add to this the fact that he seldom 


walked, took little exercise of any 
kind, and was in the habit of spending 
a great part of the day sleeping, and 
the wonder is that he lived so long. 
Besides, he used daily to take a cold 
bath, which, unless followed by vigor- 
ous exercise, is very injurious in the 
Russian climate. 
Down to the very 


last the emperor persisted in self- 
indulgence. 


Much sympathy is felt here for 


Princess Yourieffskaj'a, the Morgan- 
atic widow-of Emperor Alexander II., 
who has a splendid hotel in Paris, and 
leads a life of dignified seclusion, 
spending the winter on the Riviera.

She 
has no place in the court life of Russia, 
and must feel her isolation painfully, 
after having held the prominent posi- 
tion she did.

Peru, via San Francisco, Nov. 14.)— 
Japan has been visited by another dis- 
astrous earthquake. Sakata, a to^n 
on the northwest coast, suffered most 
severely. The seismic force v,-as exer- 
cised chiefly in a vertical direction and 
its effects were therefore exceptional- 
ly disastrous. 


Houses tumbled down before their 


inmates could escape, the 
ground 


cracked IB many places, poured out 
muddy water, which converted the 
streets into rivers, and the horror of 
the 
calamity 
was accentuated by 


a conflagration that broke out at 
thirteen different points simultaneous- 
ly. The houses were actually swallowed 
up, and one wealthy merchant had no 
less 
than 
forty-eig'ht 
warehouses 


burned down. In one dwelling- a whole 
family of seven persons were crushed 
to death; in another nine met a similar 
fate. A group of terrified citizens who 
had taken refuge at the base of a co- 
lossal bronze vase standing- ia front of 
the town hospital were killed by the 
fall of the vase. 


Altogether some 300 people were 


killed, and about 200 were wounded in 
Sakata and the surrounding- districts, 
while the number of houses destroyed 
by fire was over 500, and about an 
equal number were shaken down.

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. H.—The prep- 


arations for the reception of the body 
of Alexander III in this city Tuesday 
were hardly equal to those in Moscow 
and in consequence of a thaw, followed 
by a fog and a heavy snowfall, the pro- 
cession had to march through deep 
slush and mud. 


When the funeral train arrived at 


the Nicholas station, at 9:55 a. m.. the 
weather was dull and damp and chilly, 
and the streets were very muddy. Th« 
station was crowded with the nobility 
of Russia, and representatives from 
other European countries, and the long 
platform in front of the station was 
covered 
with 
black 
cloth. ' The 


hearse, with a silver and gold bodj-, • 
golden canopy surmounted by a crown, 
and topped and edged with three white, 
feathers, stood ready to receive the re- 
mains of the dead emperor, and around 
it wa» arranged the g-uard of honor, all 
representatives of the navy. In addi- 
tion to these there were a large num- 
ber of clergymen, choristers and oth- 
ers, and beyond the limits prescribed 
by the police and military was an im- 
mense crowd of people. 


Amid the solemn music of the band 


and the chanting of priests and singers 
the long funeral train, drawn by two 
engines, slowly rolled into the station 
until the mortuary car was opposite 
the steps leading to the hearse, when 
it came to a full stop. 


The; procession arrived at the cathe 


dral at 1:80 p. m. The coffin was at 
once placed on the catafalque, in the 
center of the cathedral, and a requiem 
service followed, lasting an hour. The 
body was then exposed to public view, 
and immediately long lines of people 
anxious to see tjjie dead czar's face be- 
gan passing through the cathedral. 
The lying in state will continue until 
the day of the funeral. Constant masses 
will be celebrated.

Then the 
white man rhove'd around to the west- 
ern ocean and the western shore, to 
Oregon and California, and began to 
push the Indian to the eastward, fort 
and soldier and settler altogether press- 
ing on. Now the Indians moved back 
from the Atlantic and Pacific to the 
great central plains seem surrounded, 
and now comes the order* to take off 
the guard, "He can neither fight nor 
fly" is the. idea of this order.

must be a 'good Indian' now. The 
troopers can unsaddle and take a, long 
rest from now on."

In truth, the original "real" Indian,

"stone age," and used imple- 


ments and weapons such as may have 
been used by people before Noah's 
flood. But could such Indians be found 
now? 
Certainly not in the region 


where Mr. Parkman found them. El- 
derly people who visit the "Wild West" 
show make mild complaint that the 
Indians who do the best they can to 
look "natural" do not look like the 
Indians of forty years ago. That In- 
dian has, somehow, "passed on." 


This much is certain, that the "last 


Indian" will be, in every sense of the 
word, the "last." He will leave noth- 
ing behind him to mark the place he 
occupied in the world — no history; 
neither monument. Books there will 
be and museums and "collections," but 
none by him. Should an Indian be- 
come so learned and accomplished as to 
write a history he would become a 
white man. Many white men have 
followed him, studied him. 
Learned 


mnn from foreign countries have jour- 
neyed here for such purposes, but who 
of all of them has learned the secret of 
the Indian's heart? 
To do that it 


would be necessary to become for the 
time an Indian—to "put yourself in 
his place;" and -what white man has 
ever done that? The Indian has no 
record, or it is as if whispered to the 
winds or committed to the leaves that 
fall or to the water that runs away. 
The Indian rears, while he is an Indian, 
no habitation that endures; when it is 
gone there is nothing but a ring on 
the ground that the rain washes away. 
He throws up no highway; his narrow 
path through the grass lasts no longer 
than the buffalo's road to ford in the 
stream. 
So there must come a time 


when, leaving no trace behind, he shall 
pass out of this world, when the "last 
Indian" shall go—like the mist.

pink wax, and intimate friends use 
gray. 


The use of sealing wax is exceeding- 


ly ancient. It was not, however, until 
the 
reign of King Louis XIII. of 


France that it became the fashion 
among the higher classes of Europe. 


The oldest known recipe for making 


sealing wax was published in Augs- 
burg in 1870, and prescribed almost the 
same ingredients as those now em- 
ployed. 


The use of blue wax was formerly 


restricted to royalty, a superfluous 
provision owing to the difficulty of im- 
parting this color to sealing wax, for 
the reason that vegetable dyes when 
united with wax become greenish.

irritates the soles of the feet. Dark- 
blue and black stockings are liked for 
street wear, except where tan shoes 
are worn, and then, of course, the 
stockings match the shoes.

The Sad Fate of a Popular and 


Well Known Young Lady.

One of the saddest and most shock- 


ing accidents that it has been the duty 
of tho TIMES to chronicle occurred last 
evening. 
It resulted in the 
death 


of one of Portsmouth's bright and pop- 
ular young ladies, Miss Bertha, daugh- 
ter of Contractor Henry Wright. 
It 


was the one theme of conversation last 
evening and today, and its tragic nature 
has cast a gloom over a large circle of 
friends of the unfortunate young Incly, 
There were no eye-witnesses to the 
affair, but the victim, shortly before 
her death, told uhose who were attend- 
ing her how it happened. 


Tho sounding of 
tho fire alarm 


brought a largo crowd to the house on 
Seventh street, just west of Court, 
where the accident happened. 


It was about 0:30 o'clock and the fam- 


ily had jnst finished supper. Mrs. 
Wright had just steppecl over to her 
next-cloor neighbor's, H. 11. Pride's, 
and Miss Bertha was reading the daily 
papers, 
Her father, who was near by, 


hoard hor scream, and rushing in was 
confronted with a horrible sight. She 
was in flames from head lo feet and 
started to run out-doors. Mr. Wright 
mot her in the hall way and attempted 


. to extinguish the flames, but she ran 
on outside, where, after her clothing 
was all burned oft' the flames were 
finally extinguished, Mrs. Wright and 
Mr, 
Pride 
and 
other 
neigh- 


bors nished over, and in 
a very 


few minutes the 
fire 
department 


arrived with the crowd attracted by 
tho alarm. Tho unfortunate girl wus 
carried into tho house and in a very 
short time Drs. Kline, Cotton, Haltter- 
man, Sellarcls and McKerrihan 
ar- 


rived. 
Sho 
regained consciousness 


and suffered tho most excruciating 
pain until narcotics were administered. 
Tho body was literally roasted all over 
excepting a small space on her back 
and she suft'ored intensely until about 
2 o'clock this morning when death re- 
lieved hor. She was conscious at 
times and conversed rationally, but 
she was kept under the influence of 
soothing drugs most of the time. 


As was stated above there was no 


one else iu the room at the time. 
An 


investigation afterwards showed how 
tho accident had occurred and Miss 
Wright's statement about 
midnight 


substantiated 
it. 
She was sitting 


tinder 
tho lamp rending the daily 


papers. 
The lamp was an ordinary 


hanging lamp regulated with a weight 
and chain. She said that her father 
had left presumably to retire and fin- 
ishing her reading she reached up to 
pull tho lamp down to extinguish tho 
light. She gave the lamp a pull, the 
chain which holds the weight broke and 
the heavy iron weight fell striking 
tho lamp. Tho bowl was shattered the 
oil thrown over hor and in au instant 
was afire. 
She probably iuhaled the 


flaino in addition to the external in- 
juries suft'ored. 


Miss Wright was about 20 years of 


age, and tho only child of Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry Wright, 
She graduated from 


tho High school two years ago, and lias 
at different times been employed at 
tho court house. 
Until recently she 


has been working on the new city di- 
rectory, occupying a desk in the audi- 
tor's ofllcs. She was of an unusually 
lively and jolly disposition, always 
cheerful, and was very much admired 
by all who knew her for these aud 
other good traits. 


She had invited a number of her 


young friends to spend last evening 
with hor, but a few day^ ago her plans 
were changed aud the affair postponed. 


She was a member of All Saints 


Episcopal church, and the rector. Rev. 
Dallas Tucker, will conduct the funeral 
services at the house at 2 o'clock to- 
morrow afternoon,
